RIDGE CULTURE.

Early Maturity. 


WEIGHT AND MEAT. 


furnishes this report uu t-xperiiut'uls in 
fidgisg the soil u» a imsaits; ol' furcing 
vegetables to au early maturity, lit- 
writes: 


I began with peas. The soil won 


ttrown into ridges three feet apart with 
*u ordinary pJow dutuig the previous 
aotuma. As toou as the tops of the 
ridge* were dry enough to work a 


iOOihltig barrow was ran ovc-r twic-£ 


and « farrow loar or five iucht-s det:p 
rauda upon each ridge with a Planet Jr. 
cultivator. Pc-as ven then sown by 
hand aud covered by the Planet Jr., two ! 
ridges being sslso worked, tJowc «o a j 
level and planted in the same manner 
the same day. The spring was very 
cold, with frequent frosts until Jnuc, 
but not exceptionally wet. The peas 
planted on ridges were ready for pick- 
ing June 20, while those planted cii iii-j 
"level" were not ready till June 28. 
Tbe variety was First aud Best. Tliio 
was iu the season of 1895. 


In 1806 tho some experiment va* 


tried, bnt the season waa warm froni 
the first (only one frost dnring April) 
and the difference in the time ot matur- 
ing was only three days. 


Ground for early potatoes was pre- 


pared in the same manner as above de- 
•cribed for peas, Early Ohio being the 
variety used. In tbe first season (180H) 
they were out down repeatedly by frost 
and were a failure. Iu 1896 Early Ohio 
was planted 4 to5 inches deepen ridges 
S feet npatt, seed pieces 12 incises apart 
in tbe row. They were planted April 
10. A weeder was rnn over the gronnd 
every few days, bnt this merely kept 
the tops of the ridges pulverized. Two 
weeks after the potatoes vrero planted 
the spaces between the rows were filled 
nearly* to tbe top with very strong 
horse maume just from the stable. .Rain 
uocm settled this, so we were able to 
rnn the weeder until tbe vines were too 
large to admit of it. They were allowed 
lo get perfectly ripe before being dug. 
The yield was at the rate of 309 bnshrl* 
per acre merchantable tnbers, very few 
small ones and remarkably free from 
scab. 


Early Ohio planted on good land iu 


the ordinary manner with level onltnre 
ripened prematurely from blight, which 
prevented an accurate estimate as to 
the difference in earhness. The yielu 
was 96 bushels per acre; many small 
ones and exceedingly scabby. The seed 
tieed was the same in both cases and 
was free from scab so far ai the eye 
could detect 


.Experiments with sweet corn, cab- 
bages and tomatoes were also made 
with ridge culture, and the contrast iu 
earliness was very marked, especially 
with the sweet corn.

The fanciers of the country — those 


that make mating and breeding with a 
view to utility a stody — have tried for 
many yt*ars to produce a breed of fowls 
that would have email bones and sinews, 
with pluaipnfiss of breast, meaty thigh* 
and shortness of Jeg and neck — in other 
words, a compact, blocking bird, with 
plenty of meat and little bone. 


Working iu this line they bare evolv- 


ed the Plymouth Rock and the Wyau- 
dotte. the two best known and most 
popolar American breeds. Tiiese two 
breeds are not perfection. Jet these rep- 
resent a long step in the right direction, 
the females coming nearer to the ideal, 
small boned, meaty fowl GO greatly de- 
sired than the males. The latter are 
Etill rather lank aud bony. It is hard to 
breed them down to a blocky, meaty 
form. But, still, in the two latter named 
breeds we find the best table fo^f "!n all 
the long list of pure bred poultry. Of 
these two the Plymouth .Rock is the 
best known and the most popular. The 
difference between them, however, con- 
sists chiefly iu plumage, as there is real- 
ly very little difference in the size. 
weight and the amount of edible flesh 
on them. 


There is another breed that racks 


high as a table fowl, one that, in the 
female particularly, combines weight 
and meat in a most happy and desirable 
degree; we refer to the Southern Game 
fowl, a fowl that, like Topsy, "just 
growed, " and which, despite the efforts 
of the poultry fuaciers to produce some- 
thing superior, still holds its own as a 
table fowl. In fact, a game pnllet, with 
her plump breast, broad and fleshy back 
and meaty thighs, combines as large a 
tier cent of meat to the bon« as any fowl 
grown. In addition to this there is a 
sweetness and wild bird flavor about 
the meat of the plantation or farm raised 
game fowl not f onnd in any other breed, 
not even excepting the Plymouth Beck. 


Model Tmrua. 


The attention that soil culture is re- 


ceiving in the west has determined the 
Burlington Railroad company to estab- 
lish a number cf experimental stations 
or "model farms'* in Kansas and Ne- 
braska in order to demonstrate the ad- 
vantage of the meet improved methods 
of soil culture and to lead the farmers 
of Kansas and Nebraska to new efforts 
in this direction and enable them to be- 
come independent, even in so called 
"drought sections" and "dry years." 


Incidentally the company expects re- 


turns from its investments in increased j 
and regular crops, necessitating heavy \ 
freight and passenger traffic. In calling \ 
attention to the foregoing The Post-Dis- j 
patch says that model farms are estab- 
lished at Oberlin, Kan., aud at McCoob, 
Holdredge, Alma and Broken Bow, Neb. 


Something was done in this line by 


the company last year and with im- j 
mensely satisfactory results. The farms j 
consist of 40 acres in each station, uu- ; 
der the immediate supervision of a' 
practical and tried farmer of the neigh- ; 
borhood. Each farm will be visited fre-! 
qneutly by one of the learned corps of 
professors under Professor Campbell, 
all of whom are skilled in the new 
method. Nebraska und Kansas farm 
staples—corn, wheat, rye, oats and po- 
tatoes—will be produced. The farming 
at the experimental stations is conducted 
primarily on the theory that the rain- 
fall of the west is ample for all practi- 
cal farming-purposes, but that, owing 
to capillary attraction, the moisture es- 
capes from the earth before it performs 
its proper and desired functions. The 
new method will contribute to retard 
the action of nature's law at critical 
moments and retain the moisture.

It does not need an expensively built 


pen to house a hog. A pen warm in 
winter, with a tight roof over it to ex- 
clndo rain and floor enough for the hog 
to stand on while eating, is better than 
a painted house with matched lumber 
that will cost $100. It is a good thing 
to have ii dirt floor in it hogliouse and 
that the house be light and strong 
enough .HO that it can be easily moved. 
Every time the house is moved there 
will be a nuw floor, and the bog, if nn- 
riugcd, will root it over. A hog U;ftfree 
to root in soil that has not been contam- 
inated with hog mamiru will generally 
keep hcuitliy and will make healthy 
pork. 
In FuinnitT time the hrnife is 


mostly .superfluous. The hog likes to be 
cool and will root for liini«e!f in a wal- 
low in the moist soil, where ho will lie. 
mopt of the tinn: if \ve.ll fed, aud will 
keep in better health than in tne most 
(irtintic pen ever boiit. Many of the ex- 
periments in bog growing begin with 
much ton expensive boghouses. Tiioso 
niiiko the pork coat far more than thu 
cn«aply grown hogs of farmers, who 
can thus undersoil the amateur farmer.

FARM POULTRY. 


More Profit In T-sna Than In Fattening 


* 
For Market. 


The profit derived from improved 


farm ponltry comes, first of all, from 
their increased size; therefore in improv- 
ing poultry yon should have two objects 
in view. Tbe first is egg production; 
the second is size and keeping such stock 
and in such numbers as will allow tbe 
profit resulting from the sale of the sur- 
plus to pay for labor of caring for them. 


In climates not extremely cold a 


plain, comfortable honse should be con- I 
strnctetl. One that will accommodate, 
without crowding, 100 fowls may be 
built with a small outlay of from $50 
to $100, and a flock of this size, pro- 
vided their sleeping quarters are kept 
clean aud wholesome and they are al- 
lowed a wide range, may be kept healthy 
without much hard Work. Of this num- 
ber 25 will easily raise a liberal rapply 
of young chicks for a large family, be- 
sides furnishing them in addition an 
abundance of good fresh eggs the year 
aronnd. This will leave 75, and tbe 
greater profit will bo realized if they be 
of some nousitting breeds or crossed 
with some nousittere, BO that they will 
concentrate their strength and energy 
in egg production. 


For, unless one haa favorable market 


facilities, there is no profit in selling 
live chickens. Well fattened hens some- 
times bring » reasonable price, bnt as a 
rale, unless the seller is well posted in 
such matters, the prices accorded the 
farmer, after transportation and com- 
missioii fees, are so low that be finds it 
would have been better if he had kept 
then for home use. Good, fresh, brown 
eggs fetch a good price in tbe market 
at any time. The price varies with dif- 
ferent locuiitk's, bnt in tho summer sou- 
sou we can get 10 cents per dozen, 
while in winter and the greater part of 
the fall the price rises to a greater ex- 
tent If tho food is raised for tho flock 
on the farm, the expense of keeping is 
reduced to a considerable extent. If a 
large family be liberally supplied with 
fresh eggs and first class poultry, that 
in itself should be considered as equiva- 
lent for tho food supply of tbe rest. 


Dirty Eggs and Clean One*. 


A wholesale egg dealer was sorting 


over a lot of fresh laid eggs just receiv- 
ed from the country. They were all good 
size, the candle test showed them to be 
tolerably fresh and good, bnt some of 
them were so dirty that it was difficult 
to say what was their original color. 
The question was asked as to the differ- 
ence in price between the dirty and 
clean eggs. "Three to 4 cents per dozen, 
and the dirty cues are very slow of 
sale." The quality ia the same, but tbe 
appearance kills the sale. Another 
thing—had not the dealer gone to the 
trouble to sort the eggs all wonld have 
sold for little more than the price of 
dirty ones. Any one who ships eggs 
should know better thnu tn send dirty 
eggs to market. They shonld be kept 
clonii in the first place, but, if bychanco 
thuy do become dirty, should be thor- 
oughly washed. Few poultrymou cnn 
Btand tlin loss of H or -1 cents per dozen 
from this cause hi these times.

Another peculiarity of thia thea- 


ter (at Thorikos) was found to be 
the entire absence of a stage. Be- 
yond a straight wall, which rises 1C 
feet from the lower slope of the hill 
and retains the leveled mass of 
earth forming the platform of the 
orchestra in front of the sloping 
tiers of seats, there is absolutely no 
trace of any structure answering to 
the stage observable in other Greek 
theaters. This peculiarity seems to 
confirm Professor Dorpfeld's theory 
that prior to the time of Lycurgus, 
the orator (circ. 340 B. C-), there ex- 
isted no stage, but that the orches- 
tra was a complete circle, on which 
theatrical representations, more in 
the nature of choruses and rough 


I performances of buffoons, were held. 
i The old tradition must have surviv- 
ed in rural and poor communities, 
where the conventional niceties of 
the Greet drama were not observed, 
but both choruses and actors per- 
formed on the floor of the orchestra- 
Li the Thorikos structure, therefore, 
we have an example—the only one 
BO far discovered—of a primitive 
theater, in its transition from a still 
earlier state, when the spectators as- 
sembled on the bare slope of a hill- 
side to look down upon the perform- 
ances and dances carried on on a 
level piece of ground in front of 
them.—J. Gennadiua in Forum.

the First National Banfe at Lima in 
1882 or '83 and remained in that po- 
sition until September, 1894. Tnat 
on Sep5 20, 1894 Midisoa Betts, in 
bis official capacity as one of the 
officul bank examiners, visited the 
First National Biuk, of which Mr. 
Hughes was casbier, and upon this, 
hia first visit, found that there was 
something wrong witb the status .of 
that bank. The district attoiney 
stated further to the jury that be ex- 
pected the evidence wnich would be 
submitted upon behalf of tbe gov- 
ernment to show that on Sept 26, 
1894, Examiner Betts again visited 
Lima and lavesttga'v'.d tbe aSiirs of 
tbe bank; tbat upon Investigation of 
the books and conferring with the 
directors, found that there was very 
little, if any, money left in tbe bant 
and tbat the M jnroe Manufacturing 
Co. was indebted to the bank almost 
to tbe extent of the entire capital 
stock. The district attorney stated 
that tbe evidence was expected to 
show that Mr. Hughes, as cashier 
of tbe bank, bad made false entries 
to the comptroller of the currency; 
i bat on July 18, 1894, he made a 
false entry to the effect that the 
amount of 124,002 52 was due the 
bank from approved agents, while in 
fact a much smaller amount was due; 
tbat a false entry had been made of 
overdrafts, secured and unsecured, 
whlie in fact tbe demand certificates 
represented a greater amount than 
that stated to the comptroller: that 
Mr. Hughes lad made an entry of 
amounts due the bank which were in 
excess of tbe actual amounts due, and 
tbat a report was made to tbe effect 
that the bank did not owe approved 
agents, while in fact it did.
